Torrance residents may
lose out on buying copies of
the first book written on the
city’s history if orders for an
additional 500 copies are not
placed this month, according
to David Nair, publicity chair-
man of the Torrance Junior
Chamber of Commerce,

The 154-page book, “His-
tory of Torrance,” first made
news when it was published
in 1964 by the Torrance Uni-
fied School District as a re-
source book for schoolteach-
ers,

AS A RESULT of the
book’s publication, the school
district began to receive re-
quests from the public to
purchase copies, Inasmuch as
the school district is not in
a position to sell books, they
were unable to comply with
the requests.

When members of the Ju-
nior Chamber of Commerce
learned of this situation, they
volunteered to serve as a go-
between between the printers
and would-be buyers. They
learned that they could sell
the books at cost for only
$3.75 apiece plus tax if they
could place 1,000 orders.

Originally a deadline of
March 15 was set.

AS THE deadline ap-
proached, orders only am-
ounted to half the amount
needed to make the printing
possible,

By extending the deadline
|on ordering the book to May
1, the Junior Chamber hopes
to be able to reach the goal
of 1,000 copies. Otherwise,
money submitted so far will
have to be returned and the
public will not have an op-
portunity to purchase copies
of the book.

PERSONS or groups wish-
ing to order 25 to 50 copies
may do so for a cost of $3.25
per copy plus tax. Orders of
50 to 100 copies may be
placed at $2.75 per copy plus
tax, and orders of over 100
copies at $2 plus tax,

or group orders be
placed with the Torrance
Junior Chamber of Com-
merce, 1510 Cravens Ave.,
Torrance,
